Lt. A. E. Andres 
Relates Exciting 
War Experiences 

Newton Flyer 26 Days 
In Jungles Following 
Crash of Aeroplane 


A message received from an Al- 
lied Operation Base in Australia 
on May 27 relates how Lieut. Ar- 
thur E. Andres, 23, of Newton- 
ville, returned to his base in Aus- 
tralia 26 days after he had set out 
on his first combat mission, his ship 
being forced down when it ran out 
of gas after being nipped by Jap- 
anese Zero fighters in a strafing 
raid on Lae. The ship landed on 
a beach 10 ft. wide. One of the 
wings was caught in the water 
swerving it toward the sea but 
Andres escaped injury. 

A band of natives who saw the 
ship land came to meet him carry- 
ing war clubs but greeted him ir 
a friendly manner and when ir 
sign language he explained to them 
that he was hungry they gave him 
cocoanuts to eat. One of the na- 
tives spoke some English and An- 
dres pointing to the star on the 
side of his plane explained to him 
that he was an American. He 
spent several days with the natives 
who treated him most kindly and 
later joined the crew of a bomber 
who were making their way back 
to the base after they had crashed 
in the jungle. This bombing crew 
had also encountered native war-

And Newton Druggist Outlines Benefits Gained

State 
Board of Pharmacy Commissioner 
and proprietor of Hubbard’s Drug 
Store, told a Graphic reporter 
yesterday that much favorable 
comment had been received on the 
decision of Newton Druggists to 
close their stores daily except Sat- 
urday at 10 p. m. This stand was 
taken by 100% of the local drug- 
gists because it is a patriotic, eco- 
nomical and sensible move, and 
cuts down man hours. The new 
hours went into effect last Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Chagnon said: 

“Earlier closing hours will not 
inconvenience drug store custom- 
el’s, once they become accustomed 
to them. The earlier closing will 
make a lot of difference, however, 
to the drug store personnel, espe- 
cially in these days when the 
armed forces are seriously in need

of trained pharmacists and young 
men, and those remaining in the 
drug stores are forced to longer 
shifts. 

“The earlier closing will have 
other valuable effects, however. 
Among them will be the conserva- 
tion of electrical energy, at a 
time when many plants are strain- 
ing with the load of war work. 
Also, it will decrease drug store 
overhead costs by lopping off one 
or two hours, at least, of consump- 
tion utilities daily. 

“Further, and most important, 
it will aid in conserving the health 
of the druggist and his employees. 
An extra hour or two of rest and 
relaxation will do wonders to help 
improve the health of drug store 
workers, so that they may be able 
to better serve the health needs of 
the community in wartime. 

“The druggists of one state adop- 
ted resolutions whereby the state 
legislature would condemn and 
deplore the action of any retail 
merchant who failed to observe 
the closing hour agreed upon by 
the majority of the operators of 
competitive retail stores where 
such closing hours had been adopt- 
ed in the interests of the public 
safety and human welfare, and 
to caution such retailers that their 
failure to conform to voluntary 
restrictions in this critical period 
would result in the imposition of 
drastic restrictions upon all retail 
establishments by legislative or 
military powers. 

“The druggists of Connecticut 
have adopted shorter hours and 
there are only one or two dissent- 
ers in several of the larger cities 
which have defense factories with 
a twenty-four hour schedule. All 
over the country drug stores are 
closing earlier and many cities 
and towns in Mass, have adopted 
the new hours. 

“It is hoped that sensible closing 
hours will stay. The long hours 
are a throw back to the days when 
emergency service demanded that 
the apothecary be available into 
the night. That necessity almost 
entirely removed by modern con- 
ditions, druggists cling to the long 
hours mostly from habit.”

Opening a drive to clean up un- 
sightly conditions around stores 
in various parts of the city, tin' 
Newton Health Department sum- 
moned representative business 
men of one section to City Hall 
for a conference Tuesday after- 
noon at which the visitors pledg- 
ed their co-operation in the cam- 
paign. 

City officials, for their part, 
made concessions to aid in tin' 
cleanup. Street Commissioner 
John D. Haughey, who was pres- 
ent at the conference, agreed to 
set a particular hour for the col- 
lection of refuse on the three days 
| assigned for the purpose in the 
section concerned. Thus the 
length of time that the boxes and 
barrels of rubbish are required to 
stand in front or in driveways of 
markets will be reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

It was agreed that to some ex- 
tent the conditions which resulted 
in the complaints were due to the 
curtailment of collections, requir- 
ed by the shortage of gasoline. 
The City is on a gasoline ration of 
63 per cent of the amount used in 
normal times. The number of 
weekly collections of rubbish in 
business districts was therefore 
reduced from five to three. The 
city ordinance requires only one 
weekly collection, 
i The Street Department was also 
i represented at the conference by 
Foreman Richard Murphy. Dr.

Dr. Morris plans to call in busi- 
i ness men from other sections of 
the city to enlist their coopera- 
tion in cleaning up the premises 
outside the establishment.

Posthumous Award 
To Mot!:cr Here 


Mrs. Lena Brown Ayers of 16 
Washburn ave. t Aubumdalc, was 
presented last Friday with the 
Silver Star Medal earned by her 
son, Robert S. Brown, who was 
killed in action at Hickam Field, 
Hawaii, on December 7, 1941. Pri- 
vate Brown was a bombardier with 
Headquarters Squadron, 11th 
Bombardment Group, U. S. Army. 

The posthumous award for "gal- 
lantry in action” was made by 
Major General Sherman Miles of 
the First Corps Area at his head- 
quarters in Boston. The citation 
reads as follows: 

"Robert S. Brown, private, 
Headquarters and Headquarters 
Squadron, 11th Bombardment 
Group, Air Corps, United States 
Army. For gallantry in action 
during Japanese aerial attack on 
Hickam Field, Territory of Ha- 
waii, Dec. 7, 1941. Private Brown, 
conspicuous for his bravery, assist- 
ed in repairing an airplane dur- 
ing the attack. Later a severe 
attack of bombing and strafing 
was centered on the hangars. Pri- 
vate Brown was killed during this 
attack."

for street construction work, 
financed by bond issues. 

Street Commissioner John D. 
Haughey expects soon to receive 
authority from the WPB to pur- 
chase a comparatively small quan- 
tity of material to be used for 
street patching.

Public Relief 
Expenditure Low 

The monthly report of James P. 
Fieynolds, Director of Public Wel- 
fare in Newton, show’s the ex- 
penditure for general relief in the 
city to be the lowest last month 
in many years. There were 221 
cases of relief in May and the ex- 
penditures amounted to $6,580. In 
May of last year there were 310 
cases at a total cost of $8,500. In 
April of this year there were 265 
cases with a total expenditure of 
$9,100. 

The old age assistance cases 
increased, there being 802 cases in 
May of this year at a cost of 
$26,000 as compared with 720 
cases in May of last year, at a 
total cost of $21,300. 

The number of cases of aid to 
dependent children last month 
was 159, at a total expense of 
$9,800, and in May of last year 
there were 160 cases at a total ex- 
pense of $10,200.

Building Permits For First Five I Notified To 

Months Show Sharp Decline Restrain Dog 


The report of the Newton Pub- 
lic Buildings Department for the 
month of May shows a sharp de- 
cline in the number of permits 
granted during the first five 
months of this year as compared 
with the same period last yoar.

The report of Dr. Ernest M. Mor- 
ris, director of Public Health, 
shows an increase in the number 
of cases of measles in Newton dur- 
ing the month of May this year, 
155 cases as compared with 130 in 
May of last year.

May 13. 1942 

The Newton Graphic 
Dear Friends: 

Thot you might like a word from 
Newtonians in this part of the 
world. Albert Brooks. 38 Putnam 
st., was made a Sgt. Qm. while we 
were in Australia. He is doing 
an excellent job and is admired 
by all. 

1st Sgt. Tony Rizzo. QM., from 
my side of town, is keeping the 
boys in good health. 

Aldcn Dinsmore and others 
whom you know are all well. The 
following letter will give you an 
idea about this island. 

Our library here is lacking any 
copies of the Graphic as yet. Hope 
you can send it. 

All good wishes, 

This is O. K. for publication as 
it has been censored by the Chief 
Censor in whole or in part. 

Now we can describe for you 
the beautiful spot wheu we are 
located. Then' are literally hun- 
dreds of places just like it on this 
island of New Caledonia in the 
Southwest Pacific. 

We are in a little valley with a 
mining establishment on one side 
of us and a small residence on the 
other. Do not get the idea, how- 
ever. that we are crowded. Quite 
the contrary! A rocky stream of 
fair size tosses its noisy waters 
from pool to pool within a stone’s 
throw of my tent. We swim, wash 
our clothes and bathe ourselves at 
appropriate points along the bank. 

Across the stream there is an 
open meadow of luxuriant grass 
enclosed at the west by a steep 
hill, on the right by a grove of 
niaouli trees, a species of eucalyp- 
tus. and on the left by a group of 
banana trees and other tropical 
growth. The word, tree, seems out 
of place for these bananas how- 
ever. Both plant and fruit are 
small. 

While on the subject of vegeta- 
tion I should tell you that there 
are orange and other citrus trees 
in the woods beyond the miner’s 
establishment. The fruit tastes 
different but has the same charac- 
teristics as limes, lemons and 
oranges at home. The French 
names for some of the other fruits 
that I have eaten here are as fol- 
lows: Pomme canelle (Anona 
Squamosa, or sweetsop in Ameri- 
can), corossol i Anona Muricata or 
Soursop). Pomme de Cy there (a 
plum-like fruit known as Spondias 
Purpurea in the textbooks). The 
Anona tor Annona as it is in the 
English dictionary) family is some- 
times called the custard apple fam- 
ily. It is a tasty fruit, most 
delicious. Then there are Poires 
d’Avocat • Avocados), Goyaves 

• guavas i . Vanilla. Cocotiers <co- 
coanuts), Papayer (papaya), Man- 
ioc or cassava (from which our 
tapioca is made) and Mangoes. 
The papayas are very good, melon- 
like fruit which grow in a cluster 
at the top of small or medium- 
sized trees with no branches. 

The birds are especially attrac- 
tive. Some are large and make 
sweeping solo flights across the 
valley. Others are tiny, brilliant- 
ly-colored songsters who travel in 
groups of eight to ten. Some of 
these smaller varieties feature a 
scarlet head and shoulders, others 
;i red head and tail with green 
body. Some have much the ap- 
pearance of our wild canary back 
•inme. A common bird usually 
'•■in around cows or oxen is about 
the size of a blackbird and has 
some white markings. In the dusk 
of evening we have seen bats 
hunting insects attracted by our 
fires. One of our fellows shot a 
flying fox with a wing-spread of 
three feet. 

We are near the sea, of course, 
and so have an opportunity to fish. 
This provides a change of diet as 
well as good sport. We have also 
enjoyed venison since there are 
many deer here. 

We are very fortunate in the 
climate. Alt ho it is quite hot in 
the middle of the day it is invigor- 
atingly cool the minute the sun 
goes down. In fact there is a 
fresh sea-breeze most of the time. 
At night we really need the blan- 
kets our good Uncle insisted we 
bring along. 

Having been given sufficient 
time to get well-established we are 
full of confidence as to our ability 
to win. We have the equipment 
and the supplies and the men are 
in high spirits. Guess that’s about 
all the censors will let me say. 
.Just remember, we all appreciate 
mail more than anything else.

Where To File 

Stores must file their price lists 
with the local office at City Hall, 
Newton. 

Every retailer, whether he con- 
ducts a small variety store or a 
large establishment, must file a 
maximum price for every item on 
the cost of living commodity list i 
designated maximum price rcgula- | 
t ions.

All Males In 18-19 Year Old Group 
Are Required By Law To Register 


Except for the difference in the 
age limits the requirements for the 
forthcoming Fifth Registration un- 
der the Selective Service Act will 
be essentially the same as in pre- 
vious registrations, it was stated 
today by Lt. Col. Ralph M. Smith, 
State Director for Selective Ser- 
vice. 

All registration places in all lo- 
cal board areas in Massachusetts 
will be open on Tuesday, June 30, 
1942, to register all persons, citi- 
zens or aliens, who were born on 
or after January 1, 1922, and on or 
before June 30, 1924 or roughly, 
all men between the ages of 18 
and 20’ L». Registration places on 
June 30th will be open from 7 
a. m. to 9 p. m. 

Lt. Col. Smith said that regis- 
trants must answer all questions 
asked by the registrar for nota- 
tion on the registration card. It is 
most essential, for the benefit of 
the registrant, that he describe his 
place of residence in detail, as well 
as giving full particulars as to the 
address at which he desires his 


mail or other communications to 
be sent if this address differs from 
the residential address. 

Any one who is unavoidably 
away from home on Registration 
Day may register at the nearest or 
most convenient registration place, 
the State Director said, but all 
registrants arc urged to make 
every effort to register within their 
own local board areas to avoid 
possible future confusion. Any 
person who must register away 
from home is warned to carefully 
specify his home address so that 
his registration card may be for- 
warded promptly to his own local 
board. 

In the event that a registrant 
has more than one place of resi- 
dence, he will be required to list on 
the registration card his own 
choice of residence, but it should 
be borne in mind by each regis- 
trant, Lt. Col. Smith continued, 
that the place of residence as 
shown on the registration card will 
once and for all determine the

New Chapter House of Newton Red Cross 
Formally Opened Here Wednesday Evening 


At a special mooting hold last 
Thursday night for the purpose of 
taking action to eliminate the al- 
leged unsightly conditions at the 
Crystal Lake icc house site, the 
Newton Centre Improvement As- 
sociation voted 5 to 3 to author- 
ize the executive committee to ex- 
pend up to $300 to clear away the 
burned structure if such action 
was not contrary to the by-laws of 
the association. It was felt by 
some members of the association 
that funds could properly be spent 
for cleaning up public property but 
not private property as in this 
case. 

The action was taken after a 
representative of the ice company 
estimated that the cost of the 
cleanup would be $1,000 and re- 
ported that the concern is ready to 
expend half that amount for the 
purpose. He pointed out that the 
company has been paying taxes on 
the property for years without 
deriving any income from it. 

The meeting, which was held in 
the Unitarian Parish House, was 
attended by about 30 persons, but 
most of them did not vote. Some 
of those present were not mem- 
bers of the association and were 
merely present as guests. 

The organization also voted, six 
to two, to rescind the previous 
resolution calling for the rezoning 
of the district to single residence 
and adopted a new resolution fa- 
voring rezoning of the icehouse 
site to a general residence district, 
which would permit the erection 
of apartment houses. The site is 
now zoned as manufacturing prop- 
erty. 

The new resolution on the zon- 
ing question, which has the sup- 
port of officials of the Newton 
Highland Improvement Associa- 
ciation, will be presented to the 
Board of Aldermen. John D. Bo- 
gardus, president of the Newton 
Highlands organization, was pres- 
ent at the meeting. 


The surprise air raid test last 
Monday resulted in a successful 
mobilization of the A.R.P. services. 
The auxiliary police responded at 
their t rattle posts promptly and 
halted autos for the duration of 
the test. 

The "green 1” or yellow signal 
was sent out by the Newton Re- 
port Center at 11:10 a. m. At 
11:31 came the "green 2” or blue 
signal and 11:40 the "green 3” or 
red signal was sent out. calling 
for all traffic to stop and for all 
persons except the A.R.P. mem- 
bers to get off the streets. 

The "green 4” or "all clear” 
signal was sent out at 11:50. The 
test disclosed certain features sus- 
ceptible for improvement, which 
officials have already taken steps 
to correct. 

The Blackout on Tuesday night 
was considered highly effective 
and few instances were reported 
in which residents had neglected to 
cooperate. 

The members of the A.R.P. 
organization assigned to the first 
half night shift turned out in full 
force and were at their posts 
throughout the city when the 
actual blackout tost started. The 
"green 2” signal was received at 
police headquarters at 10:40. 
when the street lights were extin- 
guished. On the "green 3” at 
10:50, the air raid sirens were 
sounded as the signal for residents 
to turn off house lights. The “all 
clear” was sounded at 11:10 when 
the blackout ended. 

A resident of Waltham st., West 
Newton, telephoned police head- 
quarters, shortly before the black- 
out and said he had left a hall 
light burning upon going out for 
the evening. He suggested that 
an air raid warden enter the house 
through a window and turn out 
the light. However, officials did 
not consider such action advisable.

Telephone Service 
Faces Curtailment 


Interpretations of recent War 
Production Board orders, now be- 
ing received by the local telephone 
business office, will make it more 
and more difficult for many people 
to get new telephone service, in the 
opinion of Mr. E. J. Campbell, 
local telephone manager. 

“Due to the diversion of copper, 
rubber and other critical materials 
to essential war uses,” Mr. Camp- 
bell said today, "it is possible for 
us to extend our lines only to give 
service to those persons engaged 
in direct defense or charged with 
responsibility for the public health, 
welfare or security. That of 
course includes the official use of 
1 he Army, Navy, Coast Guard, and 
Marine Corps, of plants working 
on war orders, and of certain other 
users who fall in the essential cat- 
egories established by the War 
Production Board. Even in the 
case of users in these classes, the 
use must be an essential one in 
order to qualify. We expect to 
give such essential service where- 
ever and whenever it is needed, 
as we have in the past; the War 
Production Board, in making re- 
quired allocations, has recognized 
the dependence of the entire war 
effort on fast communication.” 

Mr. Campbell stated that new 
service to other prospective users 
will depend on the existence now 
of enough central office equipment 
and outside wire and cable to al- 
low for such sendee without en- 
dangering future service to the 
really essential users. So far as 
outside wire and cable is con- 
cerned, it may mean that service 
will be available in some sections 
of an exchange and not in others. 
Residence extension telephone in- 
stallations are generally prohibi- 
ted, as are changes or replace- 
ments of cords, instruments, key 
boxes, interior wiring and switch- 
boards.

It is particu- 
larly fortunate that Mr. Cabot 
heads the Newton Red Cross at 
this time, for his experiences in 
the first World War make him 
especially understanding of the 
problems arising today. 

Although, like all Red Cross 
Chapters, Newton included many 
peacetime relief activities, its 
early services in 1917, 1918 and 
1919 were keyed to war needs. 
However, with the coming of 
peace, Chapter interests were 
fitted to the needs of the times 
and many new committees were 
formed, and carried out the serv- 
ices required. In 1923, the New- 
ton Chapter of the Red Cross, 
together with several other social 
agencies moved to 12 Austin st., 
and it was felt this space would 
he adequate for many years to 
come.
